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ROOSEVELT IS 


MAKING CHANGE 


President Seeks To Improve The Service And 


Reduce The Running Expenses. 


A UUIET INVESTIGATION IS MADE 


Special Commission Headed By James Garfield, Is Endeav- 


oring To Ascertain Why Government Gets 


Continually Soaked. 


Washington, June 16.—Five of the 


most active and trusted officials, in 
Washington are conducting a sweep- 
Ing Investigation of all the depart- 
ments under the personal direction of 
President Roosevelt, with a view to 
Improving the service and reducing 
the expenses of. the government. 


The special corn-mission is made up 


of James R. Garfield, commissioner ol! 
corporations; Gilford Pineliot, chief of 
the bureau of forestry; Charles W. 
Keep, assistant secretary of the treas- 
ury; L. O. Murray, assistant secretary 
of the department of Labor and com- 
merce, and> F. H, Hitchcock, first as- 
sistant postmaster general. 


The commission has been1 working 


so quietly that the fact has not yet 
become generally known, audi the let- 
ter of instructions under which the 
members were appointed has not been 
made public. Some sensational shake- 
ups are expected to result. 


Prices Are Too High. 


The president has become convinced 


that the government Is paying too 
high for much of the 
work done 


on 
the 
government . buildings, 
and 


that various supplies are sold to the 
government at much 'higher prices 
than they can- be -purchased for by 
private parties. 


There is a well-denned suspicion in 


his irJnd' that contractors have en- 
tered Into "gentlemen agreements" In 
making bids on government work, and 
that the heads of departments-have 
not exercised sufficient diligence in 
looking, after the government's inter- 
ests.. . . . . _ » 


Some of the plumbing work that 


has been done In the various depart- 
ments has cost too much, he thinks, 
and the bids Indicate that the con- 
tractors have considered Uncle Sam 
legitimate prey to get high prices out 
of him. On electrical work the charge 
made by the contractors has been so 
high in some Instances that the gov- 
ernment has thrown out many bids 
and done the work by day work, em- 
ploying its pw£ electrical workers. • 


'Clftl dials' Are Worried. 


These are'but a few of the cases 


in which it is said, the government has 
been bled, and while It is hard-ly ex; 
pected that any grafting scandals like 
those developed In'the postoffice de- 
partment will be unearthed, the,fact 
that such an investigation Is under 
way has caus«di considerable anxiety 
In official circles. 


Then.there has been a comfortable 


practice in many of the departments 
for bureau chiefs _ and other subor- 
dinates to take advantage of the least 
excuse to go on. junketing trips. One 
case discovered' by the commission re- 
lates to the deliver}' of an important 
document to a point in the Southwest, 
when a registered letter would have 
sufficed. 


Another case cited is that of an offi- 


cial in the treasury department who, 
wanting to take his wife and family 
to a western city, decided, that, the fur- 
niture in the new federal 
"building 


there needed his personal Inspection. 
This practice Is to be stopped, and 
'notice has been served to that effect 
on all bureau heads. 


Civil Service Incompetents. 


The president has become convinced 


that much of this laxity Is d.ue to the 
manner in which the civil service has 
put incompetent and easy-going heads 
of bureaus Into' places'they'have not 
the- energy:or ability to fill. . 


He - is . enthusiastically in favor of 


civil/service., but he does not intend 
that it shall' be'made'the cloak for 
protecting incompetents who cannot 
l;eep track o£ the, vork. done by their' 
more active and younger subordinates 


It is part.of the commission's duty 


to look into the workings of each bu- 
reau and pu't the chief clerks and 
heads through a searching examina- 
tion as. to their knowledge of the work 
of their subordinates. These quizzes 
are being held in secret and' have 
come as a surprise to a number of the 
bureau heads. - Wherever they 
arc 


found deficient they will be recom- 
mended foi\change_pr dismissal.

signed. 
This announcement was fol- 


lowed by an imperial rescript reliev- 
ing the grand duke of the supreme di- 
rection of the navy, which he had held 
since the days of the emperor's father, 
Alexander' III, when Russia resolved 
to enter the lists as a first-class sea 
power and to build up a great navy, 
the remnants of which were destroyed 
In the battle of the Sea of Japan. 


Criticism Is Severe.' 


Although from time to time since 


the war began there have been rumors 
that, the grand duke would .retire on 
account of the savage criticism—not 
to use'harsher terms—directed against 
the administration of the navy, espe- 
cially in. the construction of ships, the 
announcement of his resignation came 
like a bolt out of the blue. It was 
not preceded by any of the rumors 
which' usually give warning of such an 
act. 
Consequently it was assumed 


that some sudden event precipitated it, 
and ugly- stories immediately came to 
the surface.

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'WORK OF THE LEGISLATURE. 


The long session of the legislature 


covering a period of more than five 
months, has practically closed, 
and 


Madison will soon cease' to be the 
center of attraction. 


Many new laws have boon added 


to the statute books, and the program 
.of reform so strenuously advocated by 
the Governor, has been largely carried 
out. 


The railroads o£ the state are to 


be taxed on the ad -volorum basis, and 
it remains to be seen what methods 
will be adopted to determine 
what 


basis of valuation shall be usod. 


The rate commission bill, in modi- 


lied form, has also become a law,, 
and time alone will. determine 
the. 


wisdom or- falacy of this new meas- 
ure. 


The Governor's majority in 
both 


houses made it possible to carry our. 
his plans without much friction, and 
the conservative element In the sen- 
ate can not be accused of being ob- 
structionists. 


The action of the assembly in re- 


fusing to concur in the $5,000 politi- 
cal steal,' in1 the last moment was a 
surprise to the friends of the admin- 
istration, as well as to. every one else, 
and attoues in a measure 
for the 


blind idolitry for which the 
lower 


house has been noted. 


The mortgage taxation bill met the 


fate which the measure deserved, as 
did the Noble patent medicine, and 
the Dinsdale medical bill. The Stout, 
300 foot saloon bill becomes a law, 
and will be heartily endorsed by all 
good people. 


The work of the legislature of 1905 


will go down in history as unique in 
some respects. It places the old con- 
servative state of Wisconsin in the 
front ranks of reform, and sets the 
pace for other states.which are more 
or less tinctured with the same dis- 
ease. 


Some of the measures enacted are 


revolutionary in character and in the 
adjustment of new and changed con- 
ditions the state will 'be confronted 
with new problems, 
which are of 


grave importance to business and in- 
dustrial enterprises. 


The Badger State occupies an en- 


viable position as a manufacturing 
center. 
It enjoys this 
position be- 


cause stimulated and encouraged by 
the great railway companies, and the 
relations between 
these 
interests 


have heretofore been so friendly that 
mutual benefits have resulted. 


The legislation 
recently 
enacted 


has been vigorously opposed by botli 
the railway companies and industrial 
representatives. 
The cry of reform 


caught the popular ear, and the mass- 
es, who are not directly interested 
5n cither business or industrial enter- 
prises, were readily captivated. 


The employes of a 
factory, influ- 


enced by prejudice, and enthused by 
plausible argument, are often induced 
to vote against the interests of the 
man who employs them, overlooking 
the fact that by so doing, they arc 
voting against their own best inter- 
ests. 


The radical measures passed by the- 


legislature of IfiOo represent 
preju- 


dice against corporations and capital, 
and it is ;i sad comment on the in- 
telligence of the state, that popular 
sentiment endorses the action. 


There has never been a time in the 


history of the state when class dis- 
tinction and class hatred was so pro- 
nounced as today. The masses have 
been taught to believe that they arc 
the under doff in the struggle for 
existence, a doctrine which many peo- 
ple nro ready lo adopt, without much 
urging. 


The railway companies have been 


held up to view, as dejrauders and. 
as the great, octopus which was sap- 
ping the life blood vof the state, un- 
til a majority of the people believe 
that they are enemies of the common- 
wealth. 


This spasm, under the 
guise 
of 


reform has been stimulated and en- 
couraged until it amou-.itod 
to 
a 


frenzy, and the men who counceled 
moderation and conservative action 
were maligned and abused. 


The people have secured what they 


voted for, not because they wanted 
it. but because they were infatuated 
with rhe idea that the state was suf- 
fering for reform. 
Time will deter- 


mine the fallacy of the doctrine, and 
when the epedemic subsides, an era 
of common sense will regulate some 
of the errors committed.

SPEED LIMIT TWELVE MILES 


Within the Uimitsof Cities and Twen- 


ty-Five Outside—Driver Must 


Assist Horsemen. 


Janesville automobiles 
must 
be 


tagged by July 1. The new law -which 
was published on June 7 but, failed 
to attract much attention at the time, 
goes into effect at the beginning ot 
the coming month and on that date 
all ordinances and regulations of. cit- 
ies, or towns which conflict with the 
state law become null and void. 


Registration Fee 


The law privides that every owner 


of an automobile must apply to ihe 
secretary of state for a certificate of 
registration. 
His 
application 
must 


contain his name, address, name of 
his machine with the manufacturer's 
number, ab rief description 
of the 


automobile with 
the 
horse-power, 


character of the motive power and 
must be accompanied by $1 as a reg- 
istration fee. 
The secretary of state 


•will then issue a certificate of regis- 
tration containing the owner's name, 
address, description of "his machine 
and his registering number. 
He will 


also forward an official njimber plate 
containing the designation 
of the 


"machine in three-inch Arabic numer 
als, followed by the letter "Wi" This 
number plate must' be placed in a 
conspicuous place on the rear of the 
auto and the certificate of 
registra- 


tion must also to attached in an ac 
cessible place. 


S.ieed Uirnit Set 


According to the new law the speed 


limit within the. limits of corporate 
towns and villages shall be twelve 
miles an hour and outside of such 
limiis the speed limit shall be twen- 
ty-five miles an hour. It is provided 
however, that in going around cor- 


. nevs or curves and in places whore 


the view in the direction the machine 
is gohiK is obstructed the speed shall 
be reduced to avoid accidents. 
When 


a driver.or rider of a horse shall put 
up his hand or give any other signal 
of distress the driver of the 'auto 
must 
sltop his motive power until 


the horse shall be under 
control. 


In case it is requested the driver of 
an automobile must assist the driver 
of a horse to get safely past his 
machine.- The penalty 1'or .violating 
this regulation is a fine of from $20 
to ?5U. 


Must Have Light 


In addition to the above the law 


provides that a machine must display 
a light in front from one hour be- 
fore sundown to one hour after sun- 
rise and must carry a horn, bell or 
other signal device and be provided 
with a brake. 
The penalty for1 the 


violation of this section is a fine of 
not more than $25 nor less than ?10. 
Th£se requirements apply to the_ en- 
tire state and iiim-ke the regulations 
governing 
automobilists 
uniform 


as no city, town or village can pass 
an ordinance conflicting with them. 
Automobilists 
from 
other 
states 


where registration is not 
required 


must comply with all the provisions 
of this act. The new law probably 
will 'be welcomed by the owners of 
machines as it ollaws them to drive 
faster in most cities than the city 
ordinances. In Madison, for example, 
machines were not allowed to run fas- 
ter than six miles an hour within .the 
fire limits and ten miles" outside.

Japan have compromised on Washing- 
ton as the meeting place

peace plenipotentiaries, and the treaty 
that 'will' end the war will be signed 
here. 
The conference probably will 


begin early In August, and if the heat 
then Is excessive the discussion way 
be transferred to some seaside resort 
and the treaty may be even framed 
there,,but the president, has stipulated 
that the signatures must be affixed 
here, and it will be known as the 
treaty of Washington. 


Official announcement of the selec- 


tion of Washington was made by Sec- 
retary Loeb at tlxe White House. 
It 


was In typewritten form and- read as 
follows: 


Both Agree on Washington. 


"When-the two governments were 


unable to agree upon either Chefoo or 
Paris, the president suggested The 
Hague, but both governments have 
now requested that Washington 
be 


chosen as the place of meeting, and 
the president notifled 
both 
govern- 


ments that Washington will be so se- 
lected."

This statement was supplemented 


shortly afterward by a semi-official an- 
nouncement that "after meeting and 
organizing, the plenipotentiaries of tho

Roosevelt's proposition that they con- 
sent to consider the question ot peace, 
Russia indicated Parts as the most de- 
sirable place for the meeting to ne- 
gotiate a treaty and Japan indicated 
Chefoo. 
There the subject rested for forty- 


eight hours. 
Finally Japan declined 


to consider Paris, for obvious rea- 
sons, and Russia objected to the hold- 
ing of the conference in any Oriental 
city. Washington then was suggested 
as a place at which the belligerents 
could meet on common ground, undis- 
turbed by either political or personal 
Influences. 


Roosevelt Suggests The Hague. 


As a means of facilitating the nego- 


tiations the president. suggested that 
the conference be held at The Hague, 
the seat of the international arbitra- 
tion tribunal, and the location of the 
first general arbitration conference, 
called at the instance of Emperor 
Nicholas of Russia. He indicated that 
for both practical and sentimental 
reasons The Hague would be a most 
desirable place of meeting for the 
plenipotentiaries. 


Further consideration of,the subject 


developed the practically unalterable 
objection of Japan to any European 
capital as- a seat for the conference. 
She 
objected 
particularly 
to 
The 


Hague, believing that it was too far 
within the sphere of Russian influence, 
and for a similar reason she declined 
favorably to consider Geneva.
